FREE TO ROAM 

Fears as nuisance neighbour has curfew lifted

A nuisance neighbour who 
stares, spits and hisses is free to 
carry out a night-time terror 
campaign after a judge lifted a 
curfew order, local residents 
claimed. 

Epsom hospital administrator 
Charles Moore, 34, was given a five- 
year antisocial behaviour order in 
March after a persistent harass¬ 
ment campaign against neighbours 
involving swearing, criminal dam¬ 
age on cars, shouting and, on one oc¬ 
casion, complaining vacuuming 
was too loud. 

As part of the Asbo, Moore of 
Breech Lane, Walton on the Hill, 
was put under a strict curfew which 
banned him from leaving his house 
between 11pm and 6am. He was also 
ordered to stop swearing, spitting 
and hissing at neighbours and he 
was banned from touching any cars 
in the road or talking to anyone over 
his garden fence. 

But on Thursday, at an appeal 
hearing at Guildford Crown Court, 
Judge Christopher Critchlow decid¬ 
ed the terms of the Asbo were too 
excessive and removed the curfew. 

Scared neighbours said last night 
he was now free to continue tor¬ 
menting them. 

According to residents, knowing 
that Moore is able to roam the 
streets at night is terrifying. 

A neighbour, who was too afraid to 
be named, said: “The curfew is the 
main thing that we want to keep in 
the Asbo, because we believe he 
does all the damage during the 
night.” 

Another neighbour said: “When I 
drive home from work I keep look¬ 
ing out for him.” 


“Sometimes he stands outside his 
front door and stares at his neigh¬ 
bours,” said another. “He’s made 
our lives a living hell.” 

Another Breech Lane resident 
said: “Sometimes when he gets 
angry he steps outside his house 
and slams his bin’s lid several times 
as hard as he can. We think that one 
day he is just going to flip and do 
something worse.” 

A group of neighbours praised the 
work of the police in the case, but 
criticised the courts. 

One said: “The police are doing ev¬ 
erything within their power. It’s just 
the judge who needs a kick up the 


bottom.” 

The Asbo in March was granted 
after Moore was sentenced to pay 
£357 compensation for criminally 
damaging one of his neighbours’ 
cars during the night. 

A CCTV camera, set up after previ¬ 
ous criminal damage on vehicles in 
the street had been caused, captured 
him scratching and denting the ve¬ 
hicle. 

In 2003, Moore was found guilty of 
causing £12,000-worth of damage to 
other neighbours’ cars when he 
lived at The Meads, Cheam. 

He also had imposed on him a 
four-month curfew.

Neighbourhood specialist officer 
for Walton on the Hill, PC Kelly 
Thorne, said at the time: “Charles 
Moore has persistently behaved in 
an antisocial way towards his neigh¬ 
bours for a number of years. 

“The offences he committed, 
which mainly consisted of causing 
criminal damage to his neighbours’ 
vehicles, had such detrimental ef¬ 
fect on community life in the area 
that Surrey police worked with our 
partners to bring about this Asbo.” 

Moore faces further charges of 
criminal damage and is due to ap¬ 
pear at Redhill Magistrates’ Court 
on September 22.

In the latest robbery three 
men wearing dust masks en¬ 
tered the Wine Rack store in Sta¬ 
tion Approach Road at about 
9.50pm and forced a member of

staff to lock the front door and 
open the safe. 

The men left through the front 
door after stealing cash from the 
safe and till. There were no cus¬ 
tomers in the store at the time, 
no one was injured and police 
are not linking this to the other 
Wine Rack robbery attempt. 

The member of staff said he 
did not see any weapons, al¬ 
though a witness said he saw 
one of the men carrying an ob¬ 
ject similar to a hammer as ran 


away from the scene. 

Police have described one sus¬ 
pect as a white man in his late 
teens or early 20s, of slim build 
and average height. He was 


wearing a black hooded top. 
There is no description avail¬ 
able for the other two men, but it 
is believed they wore tracksuits. 
Detective Inspector Juliet 


Parker said: “We do not believe 
this incident connects to the at¬ 
tempted robbery in Kingswood 
earlier in the week. I am com¬ 
mitting a large number of re¬ 
sources to investigate the 
incidents. 

“The experience must have 
been terrifying for the member 
of staff who was in the store at 
the time, and information from 
the community is vital, so 
please do come forward if you 
saw anything.”

Teens fall victim to gang of robbers on bikes

Three teenagers were beat¬ 
en and robbed by a cycle rid¬ 
ing gang of robbers in 
Epsom. 

The teenagers walked past 
a gang of youths with bikes 
in Ruxley Lane, close to 
Ruxley Court, at around 
8.50pm on Tuesday, when a 
fourth man appeared on a 
bicycle and grabbed one of 
the victims, demanding his 
phone and money. 

The victim said he had 
neither and the man de¬ 
manded the same from the 
other two teenagers. 

One of the victims then 
tried to run away, but the 
man on the bicycle gave 
chase and stopped him. 
There was a scuffle involv¬ 


ing both groups resulting in 
all of the victims receiving 
minor injuries. One of them 
was taken to hospital with 
injured ribs. 

All four robbers left the 
scene when passers-by in¬ 
tervened. They took a mo¬ 
bile phone, cigarettes and a 
small amount of cash from 
the victims. 

The man riding the bicy¬ 
cle was described as a white 
man with a tanned 
complexion aged 18-20, 
around 6ft and of 
broad build. He had 
short dark hair, patchy 
stubble and acne scars 
or blemishes on the 
cheeks. He was wear¬ 
ing a blue hooded top, 


tracksuit bottoms and was 
riding a red postal-style 
bike, with a basket on the 
front. 

The other three youths, 
who had BMX or mountain 
bikes, were male, aged 15-16, 
around 5ft 8in, of slim or 
medium build with short 
hair. The three were wear¬ 
ing tracksuit bottoms and 
one or two of them was 
wearing white tops. 


Investigating Officer De¬ 
tective Constable Nicky 
Hunt said: “Surrey Police 
do not tolerate any form of 
violence and I am appealing 
to members of the public to 
come forward if they have 
any information which 
could help my investiga¬ 
tion.

Book of Biggs 
behind bars 


Great train robber Ronnie Biggs 
has been given a 160-page boost to 
his campaign to be paroled. 

Authors and close friends of Ron¬ 
nie Biggs, Mike Gray and Tel Cur¬ 
rie, have written a book called 
‘Ronnie Biggs: The Inside Story’. 

They reveal how the robber in¬ 
volved in the £2.5m robbery in 1963 
and who escaped from Wandsworth 
Prison to seek refuge in Brazil has 
been treated since returning to 
England in 2001. 

Mike Gray from Epsom is the or¬ 
ganiser of “The Free Ronnie Biggs 
Campaign”. 

He first contacted Ronnie Biggs in 
Rio, in 1989, and is now leading the 
drive to have the 79-year-old who is 
seriously ill, paroled on the 
grounds of ill health.

The book documents things such 
as Biggs being double handcuffed to 
his hospital bed and when he was

considered well enough to leave he 
was taken out in chains. 

There are lists of complaints 
about the way Biggs is being treated 
and the lack of medical attention in 
prison. 

The book includes a foreword by 
Biggs’ son, Michael. He wrote “This 
book is an inside view of my fa¬ 
ther’s life in HMP Belmarsh and 
HMP Norwich from 2001 to the pre¬ 
sent date. 

“Mike Gray and Tel Currie are 
two of the very few people who have 
the inside knowledge of my father’s 
life inside Her Majesty’s prisons. 
It's a real eye-opener to the harsh 
regime my father has had to endure 
for the past seven-plus years.” 

The train driver, Jack Mills, who 
was coshed during the train rob¬ 
bery never recovered from his in¬ 
juries and died in 1970.

All in-patient mental health ser¬ 
vices in the Epsom area will 
close and patients will have to 
travel to Redhill, Guildford or 
Chertsey for hospital care if a 
new scheme goes ahead. 

As well as the closure of the 
three psychiatric wards at the 
Langley wing at Epsom General 
Hospital, the specialist unit for 
the elderly mentally frail at 
West Park Hospital will also 
shut. 

The closure of all in-patient 
care in the north of the county 
is the latest proposal from the 
Surrey and Borders Partner¬ 
ship NHS Foundation Trust 
which it claims will eventually 
lead to improved mental health 
services. 

But its plans are likely to gen¬ 
erate fury among people who 
rely on its services and Epsom’s 
MP Chris Grayling is to protest. 

The plans include the closure 
of the 26-bed Elgar ward, 14-bed 
Delius ward and 11-bed inten¬ 
sive care Fenby ward in the 
Langley wing at Epsom General 
Hospital which will leave part 
of the hospital empty at a time 
when its future is in doubt. 

There will be extra provision 
at other centres, but overall the 
trust will lose 24 acute beds. 

“It is the third or fourth time 
since I became MP that patient 
services in the area have been 
scaled back,” said Mr Grayling. 

“We will end up with some of

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Harassing cheat 
fined for damage 


An Epsom man has been fined for harass¬ 
ing his ex-girlfriend and causing hundreds 
of pounds’ worth of damage to her car. 

Scott Cunningham, of Fir Tree Road, ap¬ 
peared at South Western Magistrates’ 
Court on Friday to hear charges of harass¬ 
ment, criminal damage and driving with¬ 
out insurance. 

The court heard how Cunningham had 
broken up with his girlfriend of eight 
years, Emma Middleton, from 
Wandsworth, in September last year, after 
he had an affair with one of her friends. 

Over the next few months, he tried un¬ 
successfully to get back together with her, 
and repeatedly called her and sent texts. 

This culminated in the 25-year-old at¬ 
tempting suicide on two occasions; once 
by swallowing a large quantity of pills and 
another by fixing a hose to his car’s ex¬ 
haust, which he then fed through the car 
window. 

In April this year, Miss Middleton found

that several swear words had been 
scratched on to the front door of her house 
in Windlesham Grove, off Tibbet’s Corner, 
and the initials “SAC” had been carved on 
to her car door. 

Cunningham at first denied the vandal¬ 
ism, but later admitted doing it and offered 
to pay for the damage to be repaired. 

He was charged with driving without in¬ 
surance because he used another friend’s 
car to drive to Miss Middleton’s flat. 

Cunningham was given 160 hours unpaid 
work and ordered to pay £600 compensa¬ 
tion for the damage to Ms Middleton’s car. 
He was also fined £200 for driving without 
insurance, plus a £15 victim surcharge, 
and given six points on his driving licence.

Stallholders at the Keen 
Green and Ethical Trade 
market will instead sell 
canvas or biodegradable 
bags and organisers want to 
encourage shoppers to 
bring their own bags or 
reuse an old plastic bag. 

It is estimated that 4,000 
plastic bags would be given 
away at a market of equiva¬ 
lent scale and Sutton Coun¬ 
cil hopes bringing the 
plastic bag-free market to 
the town will raise aware¬ 
ness about the impact of 
disposable plastic bags on 
the environment. 

Councillor Lyn Gleeson, 
executive member for eco¬ 
nomic development, said: 
“Going plastic bag-free is a 
great statement about how 
we can all do our bit to 
build a sustainable commu¬ 
nity. 


“This is the first green 
and ethical market to come 
to Sutton and I urge people 
to come along and see the 
exciting range of goods on 
sale.” 

The market in the High 
Street on September 26 to 
28 will be open from 9am to 
5.30pm, offering a wide 
range of ethically traded 
arts and crafts, clothing 
and accessories, along with 
a variety of food stalls in¬ 
cluding Portuguese cuisine 
and a hog roast. 

The Sussex Morris Men 
will be performing on the 
high street on Saturday. 

There will be a visiting 
market or special event on 
the last weekend of every 
month as part of Sutton 
Council's town centre re¬ 
generation programme.

Birthday for coma victim

A young footballer brutally at¬ 
tacked on holiday has celebrat¬ 
ed his 28th birthday recovering 
from lifesaving surgery in a 
Greek hospital. 

Robert Hughes was left in a 
coma for two weeks after being 
jumped on by British thugs out¬ 
side the Candy Club in Malia, 
Crete on June 17. 

His brother David, 36, said the 
family feared the former Sutton 
United player wouldn’t wake up 
and would be left in a perma¬ 
nent vegetative state. 

But Robert’s mother Maggie 
said on Saturday her son man¬ 
aged to hold small conversa¬ 
tions with close family 
members and fellow patients as 
they held a quiet tea party at his 
bedside. 

Mrs Hughes said the celebra¬ 
tion came as a welcome re¬ 
prieve for the family, who are 
feeling increasingly despondent 


with the Greek police’s han¬ 
dling of the investigation and 
fear the case is being over¬ 
looked. 

Last week their distress was 
amplified when it was revealed 
that the youths suspected of the 
attack had allegedly gloated 
about the assault on social net¬ 
working site Facebook. 

Mrs Hughes said: “It was real¬ 
ly nice, in fact it was normal for 
a change, not like the heartache 


and upset that it has been for 
the last 12 weeks. 

“We had something good to 
celebrate, which is fantastic for 
a change. Everybody has been 
telling me that I look so unwell 
and pale, so this was a nice way 
to cheer us all up a bit.” 

She added: “Most of the time 
he spent sleeping but we just 
chatted among ourselves and 
someone bought a Greek choco¬ 
late cake - it wasn’t quite the 


same as home but we tried. 

“We invited other British pa¬ 
tients in the hospital to join us 
too - one was a burns victim 
and another was a victim of at¬ 
tack - so there was quite a feel¬ 
ing of camaraderie.” 

Mrs Hughes said she believed 
the category of the case was 
now being decided by the 
courts, but said she was con¬ 
cerned that the British police 
had offered her “no support”. 

MP Tom Brake said he was 
continuing to chase the Greek 
ambassador for an urgent meet¬ 
ing to discuss the case. 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokesman said: “Legally we 
are limited in what we can do. 
Unless the Greek authorities re¬ 
quest assistance we cannot in¬ 
tervene in the investigation.” 

The family have been advised 
that the five suspects could be 
extradited to Greece for trial.

Thieves have stooped to new 
lows in Sutton, targeting chari¬ 
ty shops. 

Age Concern in the high 
street says it has had various 
items taken from its store in 
recent weeks. 

Thieves have been taking the 
clothes off the racks, taking 
them into the changing rooms 
and swapping clothes over 
with old ones. 

Manager of the Age Concern 
shop Michelle Pettitt says she 
is shocked that people could 
stoop so low. She said: “I can’t 
believe people would steal 
from a charity shop. We are 
here to raise money for the el¬ 
derly. People are literally tak¬ 
ing money away from the most 
vulnerable in society We have 
also had reports of people 


having their purses stolen 
from pick-pockets within the 
shop.” 

In another incident, shop vol¬ 
unteers are reported to have 
seen a group of eastern Euro¬ 
pean women trying to sell fake 
jewellery in the shop. “They 
have been so blatant about it. 
They have just walked up to 
customers in the shop and 
asked them if they want gold.” 

Ms Pettitt said that times 
were hard. She said: “It’s bad 
enough with these type of 
things going on, but people are 
spending less as well. We have 
noticed a real dip in sales in 
the last month.”

Tumour not spotted 


A charity worker suing a hospital 
because doctors allegedly failed to 
spot a brain tumour has lost hear¬ 
ing in his left ear after undergoing 
surgery to remove a golf-ball-sized 
lump. 

Ian Turner, 35, was forced to have 
an operation to remove the acous¬ 
tic neuroma on Monday, September 
1, after the tumour was allegedly 
missed by a neurologist two years 
ago, following a CT brain scan. 

Mr Turner, from Sutton, issued a 
writ against St Helier Hospital for 
negligence last month. 

His partner Amy, 29, said he had 
now lost his hearing in his left ear 
and was unable to close his left eye 
properly, leaving it open for infec¬ 
tion, following the surgery at St 
George’s Hospital. 

Last month Mr Turner, a person¬ 
al advisor for a charity, told the Sut¬ 
ton Guardian he was angry that the 
disabilities - an accepted risk of 
the operation - could have been

avoided if the tumour had been 
caught earlier. 

Amy, who is 20 weeks pregnant, 
said Mr Turner was still in hospital 
following surgery by neurosurgeon 
Henry Marsh - made famous on 
television for performing brain 
surgery on conscious patients - 
and would face a long recovery 

She said: “He has lost his hearing 
in his left ear and cannot close his 
left eye fully. 

“It could improve but we will 
have to wait and see. 

“Fortunately they have managed 
to save his facial nerve so he should 
not lose much control over the left 
side of his face. 

‘’He wasn’t very well to begin 
with and he’s still a bit weak, he 
used to be a very lively and now he 
looks like an old man. 

“But hopefully he will improve - 


he’s a strong man and I’m very 
proud of him.” 

Mr Turner told the Sutton 
Guardian that his nightmare began 
in 2005 when he began having daily 
headaches and sickness. 

As his symptoms persisted he 
was given a CT scan by a neurolo¬ 
gist at St Helier Hospital, in the 
spring of 2006 and told there was 
“nothing abnormal”. 

It was not until July this year that 
he had an MRI scan and was later 
told that he had a four centimetre 
tumour in his head. 

St Helier Hospital press officer 
Simon Morgan said he was unable 
to comment on the case while it 
was being investigated. 

He said: “We are carrying out an 
investigation in relation to Mr 
Turner’s claim and we will respond 
to him in the near future.”

Left at the deep end 


A mum who feared her seven-year- 
old son was going to drown in a 
leisure centre pool had to dive in 
to save him while two pool atten¬ 
dants allegedly “gossiped” next to 
him. 

Kelly Adair, 32, was horrified to 
see her son Alexander struggling 
in deep water after coming down a 
slide at Westcroft Leisure Centre 
on August 12. 

According to Mrs Adair, two pool 
attendants ignored a lifeguard’s 
warning whistle and carried on 
talking while her son just man¬ 
aged to stay above water to shout: 
“I can’t swim.” 

Believing that her son was in im¬ 
minent danger, the healthcare as¬ 
sistant saw no option but to save 
her son herself. 

Mrs Adair said: “Two boys just 
stood there gossiping while Alex 
nearly drowned. I was absolutely

appalled at their lack of concern 
for my son, or any other child’s 
safety. Alexander shouldn’t have 
been on the slide anyway as he 
had the wrong band on. Children 
are not allowed down the slide un¬ 
less they have a red wristband that 
proves they can swim 25 metres. 
Alex had a yellow one.” 

Alexander, seven, who attends 
Stanley Park Junior School was 
shaken up by the experience. Mrs 
Adair said: “Alex was crying his 
eyes out when he got out of the 
pool. He was so scared. I cannot 
believe the two lifeguards could 
show such a lack of responsibility. 
They saw the lifeguard on the tall 
chair waving her hands, but they 
just seemed to shrug their shoul¬ 
ders.” 


Mrs Adair was invited back to 
the leisure centre last week to dis¬ 
cuss the incident, but she was an¬ 
gered when the manager didn’t 
show up. 

A council spokesman said: 
“GLL, who operate the Westcroft 
Leisure Centre on behalf of Sut¬ 
ton Council, has confirmed an in¬ 
cident took place on August 12. 

“Following the incident, an in¬ 
vestigation was immediately car¬ 
ried out. As a result of the 
investigation, the staff were dealt 
with appropriately and proce¬ 
dures reiterated to staff to ensure 
our highest standards on cus¬ 
tomer safety and our ‘swim safely’ 
policy are rigorously followed. 

“Sutton Council and GLL would 
like to extend our apologies to Mrs 
Adair and her son for the alarm 
and distress the incident must 
have caused.” 
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Chef cracks egg contest

A chef has proved he has the 
“eggs factor” after getting 
through to the national final of 
a cooking competition. 

Gary Parsons, 37 from 
Wallington, delivered his sig¬ 
nature dish of poached egg, 
panchetta and cockles with 
hollandaise sauce on buttered 
spinach and a toasted muffin 
in the regional finals in 
Brighton last week. 

The dish was presented to a 
panel which included the in¬ 
ventor of the banoffi pie, Ian 
Dowding. 

Five hundred entries were 
narrowed down to 12 finalists 
in each region. Finalists were 
asked to poach the perfect egg 
before creating their signature 
egg-based dish. 

Mr Parsons, the head chef at 
the Queen Elizabeth Confer¬ 
ence Centre in Westminster 
said: “The secret to poaching 


the perfect egg is simple. Boil 
the water with white wine 
vinegar, turn it down so the 
bubbles have gone, then use a 
whisk to create a whirlpool in 
the middle of a deep pan - not 


a frying pan as Gordon Ram¬ 
say says, because that makes 
the egg flat. Crack your egg 
into a cup and drop it into the 
whirlpool. 

“I was totally shocked to win. 


When they called out Gary, I 
was looking around for anoth¬ 
er person to stand up, it was 
quite funny actually. 

“The signature dish is an 
adaptation of what is called a 
‘Welsh breakfast’. I went camp¬ 
ing in Swansea a few years ago 
and had a breakfast of poached 
eggs, cockles, bacon, fried 
bread and laver bread - a Welsh 
delicacy made from the sea¬ 
weed laver. I wanted to change 
the seaweed for spinach as it’s a 
bit more politically correct and 
I think the texture and taste 
complimented the dish better.” 

Mr Parsons will now compete 
against regional winners from 
across the UK in the Eggs Fac¬ 
tor final in London on 6 Octo¬ 
ber. Michelin-starred celebrity 
chef Paul Merrett will be 
drawing on his expertise to de¬ 
cide just who will be crowned 
the “Face of Eggs 2008”.

Poached egg, smoked bacon and cockles 
with hollandaise sauce on buttered 
spinach and a toasted muffin x 4 


Ingredients: 

Egg x 4 
Water 

White wine vinegar 

Smoked streaky bacon (lardons) 

150g 

Fresh cockles (cooked) 200g 
Spinach 200g 
Unsalted butter 15g 
English muffins (toasted and but¬ 
tered) x 2 

Hollandaise sauce ingredients: 
Unsalted butter lOOg 
Egg yolk x 1 

Half tablespoon warm water 
Squeeze of lemon 

Salt and pepper for seasoning 

1. To make the hollandaise sauce, 
melt the butter in a sauce pan, leave 
it to cool slightly and then the butter 
will have separated, only use the 
clear butter oil, not the buttermilk at 
the bottom. Add the egg yolk to the 
water in a bowl and whisk over a pan 
of hot water until lighter in colour and 
thickened. Take off the heat and 
slowly add the clear butter oil until 
thick and all the butter has gone. 


Add the lemon juice and season. 
Keep warm. 

2. Heat a frying pan until smoking, 
add the smoked bacon and cook until 
golden then add the cooked cockles. 
Keep warm. 

3. Wash and pick the stalks off the 
spinach. Heat a pan on the stove, 
then add the butter, then the spinach 
and cook until it has wilted. Season. 

4. Fill a saucepan with two-thirds 
water and a third vinegar, bring to the 
boil and stir to make a whirl pool 
using a whisk, drop the egg in and 
cook for 3-3.5 minutes. 

5. While the egg is cooking take a 
warm plate and place the toasted 
muffin in the centre, then place the 
spinach on top, add some of the hol¬ 
landaise to the bacon and cockle mix 
and stir in, then spoon some of the 
mix on to the spinach. Remove the 
egg from the water with a slotted 
spoon, drain on to a clean towel and 
place on top of the cockles and 
bacon. Then spoon some of the hol¬ 
landaise sauce around the plate.

Way forward 
for St Helier 


Patients could be receiving 
care in one of the new health 
centres which will eventually 
surround the new-look St Heli¬ 
er Hospital in just two years 
time. 

The £215m project which will 
see St Helier Hospital undergo 
a £140m rebuild is about to go 
to NHS London for approval 
once the plans are given the go 
ahead by Sutton and Merton 
Primary Care Trust. 

Twelve new wards will be 
built on the site of Ferguson 
House at St Helier. The hospi¬ 
tal will eventually have nearly 
350 beds, half of them in single 
rooms. 

The four new care centres, at 
the Nelson Hospital, Wimble¬ 
don, the Wilson Hospital, 
Mitcham, the Shotfield Health 
Centre in Wallington and an¬ 
other at St Helier based by the 
main hospital, will cost about 
£57m. 

St Helier will also host a £5m 
urgent care centre for patients 
who do not need to be admitted 
through A&E. 

Additional funding is going 
to create intermediate treat¬ 
ment teams to care for patients 
in their own homes. 

The future of Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal is not included in the Better 
Healthcare Closer to Home 
plans because its future is now 
in the hands of Surrey PCT. 
Services for women and chil¬ 
dren are also not included as

they are under review. 

The local care centres are ex¬ 
pected to provide GP services, 
pharmacies, outpatient clinics, 
community mental health ser¬ 
vices and other therapeutic 
and diagnostic services. Minor 
procedures will also be carried 
out there. 

Sixty beds will be provided at 
the Wilson Hospital for pa¬ 
tients who do not need to stay 
in the main acute hospital. 

It is expected that the local 
care centres will be open from 
8am to 8pm Monday to Friday 
while the Wilson centre will be 
open 12 hours a day, seven days 
a week, to provide out of hours 
primary care services. 

There may in future be an¬ 
other care centre at the Sutton 
Hospital site run by the Royal 
Marsden NHS Foundation 
Trust, which is investigating 
the possibility of extending its 
services. 

Chief executive of the PCT 
Bill Gillespie said: “At last we 
can see a clear direction which 
we believe will result both in 
much more care being provid¬ 
ed close to where people live 
and the major rebuilding of St 
Helier.

Sheltered housing tenants hope 
council will clarify eviction plans 


The disgruntled residents of Eliza¬ 
beth House are expected to pose some 
tough questions at a council meeting 
tonight. 

Residents of Mickleham Gardens, 
Pond Hill Gardens, Elizabeth House 
and Malden Road are furious at the 
planned demolition of the sheltered 
housing area in Cheam Village. 

Sutton Council bosses decided in 
July that residents should be moved 
out while new “affordable housing” 
was built in its place. 

Residents of Pond Hill Gardens or¬ 
ganised their own committee last 
week. 

The health and wellbeing overview 
and scrutiny committee meeting is 
planned for 7.30pm at St Dunstan’s 
School, Cheam and residents were 
asked to send their questions in by 
last week. 

Resident Marion Rainsford said: 
“Our committee has come up with 
about 23 questions, but we do not 
know which ones will be answered. 
They could just pick the ones they 
want to answer. We just hope to get a 
bit of sense out of these people.” 

Chairman of the committee Coun¬ 
cillor Stuart Gordon-Bullock, said: 
“We will try to provide an explana¬ 
tion to as many points as possible.” 

The council has already back¬ 
tracked on its proposals to kick out 
residents when the building work be¬ 
gins next year, saying it is “exploring 
the feasibility of keeping the most 
vulnerable people on site while the

building work takes place”. 

The council has said: “The objective 
of the regeneration is to develop the 
site to provide new affordable home 
for older people and vulnerable 
adults. It is anticipated that this will 
include a mix of affordable older per¬ 
sons’ accommodation, built to Life¬ 
time Homes’ standards, including 
provision for extra care patients and 
for those with disabilities.”

day tennis training with the coaches and 
also the one-to-one sessions. It also pays 
for equipment, exams, IT facilities and up 
to four hours school tuition a day. 

“It is a lot of money, but we are running 
the course at cost price, we are not mak¬ 
ing any money from it,” said former ten¬ 
nis pro Lindsay Cox. “We have eight 
students on this course and we have al¬ 
ready had interest in next year. We do 
offer some financial help, but that is at the 
discretion of Jeremy Bates, who is a for¬ 
mer British number one and Sutton Ten¬ 
nis Academy director.” 

Education consultant Dave Johns, a for¬ 
mer head teacher at a local high school, 
said: “It is a very big move for parents to 
take their children out of mainstream ed¬ 
ucation and into an environment like this. 
We wouldn’t recommend it to just anyone. 
This is designed for players who have a 
chance of become professionals. It is for 
those whose education and tennis train¬ 
ing have been in conflict. 

“In the past, players have been going to 
school and then coming to the centre for 
training afterwards. But this way, we can 
get the best out of the pupils physically 
and academically during the day.” 

Carter will ensure that the children, all 
aged between 11 and 14, are working as 
hard in the classroom as they will be on 
the courts. 

He said: “We can afford to be quite flexi¬ 
ble with the tennis, the education has a 
strict structure in place which we have to 
work around. I wanted to give the course 
as much as a playground feel as possible. 

“I realise these kids will be missing 
their friends but I want them to enjoy 
themselves. We cannot put too much pres¬ 
sure on them, we want them to feel nor¬ 
mal. 


It is only four days into the new junior pro 
tennis course at Sutton Tennis Academy, 
but already head coach Neil Carter looks 
worn out. 

Mr Carter said: “The kids enjoy it more 
when the coaches get involved, and I want 
them to enjoy being on court, but unfortu¬ 
nately it means I’m exhausted.” 

The £25,000 a year course, which com¬ 
prises full-time tennis training, complete 
with a distance learning style education 
all under one roof, is the first of its kind in 
the country. 

The idea, although adapted from Euro¬ 
pean and American models, was thought 
up by head coach Neil Carter - a former 
top 20 professional player in New Zealand. 

“I was determined to make this dream a 
reality,” said Carter. “Other academies

around the world do a similar kind of 
thing and there is no doubt that it works. 
Young players are given intense tennis 
coaching while taking academic courses 
in the same building. It saves a lot of trav¬ 
elling about and disruption on both 
counts.

“We have had the coaching facilities in 
place for some time, I just wanted to make 
sure that the education side of things was 
right. It is paramount to the course and to 
parents, but the tutors are doing a phe¬ 
nomenal job.”

This pest will not stop the 
tree from leafing normally 
next year, but, in order to re¬ 
duce the effects, it is desirable 
to collect all fallen leaves and 
burn or store them in sealed 
bags for a year to kill the infes¬ 
tation. Alas, if there are rusty 
brown streaks down the trunk 
and main branches this could 
be Horse Chestnut bleeding 
canker. This is a much more se¬ 
rious problem which can even¬ 
tually kill these lovely trees.

Residents 
stranded by 
level crossing 

A faulty level crossing 
gate in Ashtead left mo¬ 
torists stuck for almost 
an hour last night. 

If this is the level cross¬ 
ing that I’m thinking of, 
then this isn't just any 
level crossing. 

It’s a level crossing on 
the only access road to 
two housing estates that 
lie between the railway 
line and Ashtead Com¬ 
mon, which, between 
them, contain 637 
dwellings. 

There are, however, 
two footbridges and a 
further two pedestrian 
level crossings, which 
the emergency services 
could pull up beside. 

And if absolutely nec¬ 
essary for emergency 
purposes, I suppose a 
small off-road vehicle 
could be brought in 
across Ashtead Com¬ 
mon, via Woodcock Cor¬ 
ner; after all, what 
happens when people 
are taken ill on Ashtead 
Common itself? 

But it's not ideal. 

Being realistic, if there 
was really an emergen¬ 
cy on this estate, then 
Network Rail would have 
to shut down the line, 
and all train services be¬ 
tween Leatherhead and 
Epsom would have to be 
suspended indefinitely. 

Even when the level 
crossing is functioning 
correctly, emergency ve¬ 
hicles cannot run the 
risk of being forced to 
wait trains to pass; the 
trains will have to stop 
to give way to the emer¬ 
gency services. 

And if the gates fail, 
the emergency services 
will simply have to force 
the gates, although the 
gates probably have a 
manual override that 
emergency services can 
use.

Time for a 

Shake up 


Rough Mechanicals are a the¬ 
atre company on a mission: to 
bring Shakespeare to the 
masses. Formed in 2005, the 
troupe have previously 
brought us A Midsummer’s 
Night Dream and Macbeth, 
but now they are tackling one 
of Shakespeare best known 
history plays - Richard III. 

Bob Hamilton, one of the 
founders of Rough Mechani¬ 
cals, will play the dastardly 
king in the production which 
runs at the Charles Cryer 
Studio Theatre from 
Thursday, September 18 to 
Saturday, September 20. 

How has Hamilton 
approached portraying such a 
famous character? “There are 
some great performances on 
film by Sir Laurence Olivier 
and Sir Ian McKellen, so there 
is no point in ignoring that. 
We have tried to stay true to 
the text and my portrayal 
seems to have sorted itself 
out. 

“We had the idea that when 
Richard is talking to the audi¬ 
ence he is telling the truth. 
The Cryer space allows us to 
really communicate with 
them and that was one of the 
things that inspired us to put 
the company together.” 

And it is this attempt to 
communicate Shakespeare’s 
plays with a direct clarity that 
forms the crux of the Rough 
Mechanical’s approach. 

“It is all about making the 
audience comfortable,” says 
Hamilton. “We cut back the 
text and often telescope a 
couple of characters into one. 
We also have a few actors 
doubling-up roles and we try 
to give this a through line, 
making sure for example the 
characters fight on the same 
side in the play. 

“We attract people from all 
over the local area and we aim 
to keep ticket prices low. 
Shakespeare is not everyone’s 
cup of tea so it is about 
removing obstacles.” 

The production sets the play 
in a 1980s British city during 
the Thatcher era, and Hamil¬ 
ton believes this time of yup- 
piedom and go-getting suits 
Richard III perfectly. 

He says: “We chose this 


setting because it is a very 
male-dominated play. Women 
are marginalised but get the 
chance to fight back. There is 
that feeling that he who sinks 
lowest, gets furthest, and of 
everyone being out for them¬ 
selves.” 


As well as spreading the 
gospel according to the Bard, 
the Rough Mechanicals expe¬ 
rience is all about enjoying 
the journey from rehearsal 
room to the Charles Cryer 
stage. 

“The rehearsals have been a 


joy, “ says Hamilton. “There is 
a core of people in the compa¬ 
ny but we also have some 
newcomers to keep it fresh. 
When we first started Rough 
Mechanicals the idea was to 
get used to Shakespeare’s lan¬ 
guage - the iambic pentame¬ 


ter and the poetry - and for it 
to be fun.”

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : GRANDE PUNTO ABARTH 


A sting in its tail 

Karl Abarth was already a five-time European 
motorcycle racing champion, something of an expert 
in the field of car modification and married to the 
secretary of Ferdinand Porsche's son-in-law when he 
established Abarth & C in 1949, writes Steve Walker. 


This car tuning business began its 
association with Fiat in the early 
1950s, specialising in making racing 
and performance modifications to 
the Turin manufacturer's products. 
Then, in 1971, Fiat brought the firm 
in-house and began using Abarth’s 
expertise and scorpion badge on its 
quickest cars. 

Today, Fiat is busy forcing the 
Abarth brand back into the lime¬ 
light riding on the bodywork of fast 
Fiats like the Grande Punto Abarth. 

The sight of a 1.4-litre engine 
greets you as you lift the Grande 
Punto Abarth's bonnet, not quite the 
power packed piece of plumbing 
that hot hatch enthusiasts might 


have been hoping for. But wait, this 
is the modern era and the latest tech¬ 
nology can make l,368cc go a long 
way. 

With the aid of a Garrett tur¬ 
bocharger, the 1.4-litre T-Jet engine 
can deliver either 152bhp in stan¬ 
dard form or an impressive 177bhp if 
you go for the range topping Es- 
seesse (try saying that with a mouth¬ 
ful of Jacobs cream crackers) 
version. The figures that matter for 
the two versions are the respective 
8.2 and 7.5s for the 0-60mph sprint 
and the 129 and 133mph top speeds. 
Rest assured, the Grande Punto 
Abarth is quick. 

The Grande Punto Abarth is crawl¬ 


ing with scorpions but pest control 
services will not be required. It's the 
Abarth scorpion coat of arms that 
crops up on the grille, the tailgate, 
the wheel hubs and mounted on each 
flank just behind the door handles. 

To further emphasise the car's 
sporting prowess, the elegant shape 
of the standard Grande Punto is 
given more aggression with a re¬ 
designed front bumper sporting en¬ 
larged air-intakes and round fog 
lights. The side skirts and wheelarch 
extensions are in black plastic while 
the rear end gets the now obligatory 
diffuser effect as the plastic under 
body curls up into the back bumper. 


There's also a modest roof-top spoil¬ 
er but overall, Fiat has avoided going 
too over the top with the look of the 
Abarth, preserving the classy lines 
of the standard Grande Punto in the 
process. 

Standard equipment levels on the 
Grande Punto Abarth include Fiat’s 
Blue&Me hands-free communica¬ 
tions system, an MP3-compatible 
stereo, air-conditioning, tinted win¬ 
dows, cruise control and a multi-ad¬ 
justable steering column. 

Safety wise, there's plenty thrown 
in including front, side and window 
airbags, ABS and ESP stability con¬ 
trol.

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New Car Road Test: Lexus IS220d 


A polished 
performer 


First impressions were promising. A row of 
gleaming Lexus cars parked in the winter 
sun outside Rome’s Fiumicino airport all 
neat proportioning, grown-up detailing, and 
purposeful stance, writes Andy Enright. 


Looking for all the world like a 
Lexus GS that had been to the gym 
every day for six months, the IS 220d 
is going to sell on looks alone. Know 
that. BMW certainly will because 
this car has its sights firmly targeted 
on the 320d. For a good proportion of 
buyers, the Lexus has the Bavarian’s 
measure. 

I’m often asked whether car A or 
car B is better and the answer, in¬ 
evitably, is ‘it depends’. 

Whether you’ll take the Lexus or 
the Beemer is contingent on all man¬ 
ner of criteria, but let’s just say for 
the time being that if you want a pol¬ 
ished ownership experience with all 
the bells and whistles, shop 
Japanese. 

Those more interested in wringing 
the chassis engineering genius out of 


the last tenth of the handling enve¬ 
lope will be better off buying BMW. 

The ride on the standard 17in alloy 
wheels and suspension set up is very 
good, even the scabbiest Italian 
mountain roads failing to break the 
car’s composure. 

The steering is quick and accurate 
and the on-limit handling, as defined 
by the VDIM stability control sys¬ 
tem, is benign in the extreme. 

Power out of a wet mountain hair¬ 
pin with the engine right in the meat 
of the torque and you’ll feel a mild 
muting of throttle response and a 
spot a flashing light on the fascia. No 
drama, no temptation to counter 
steer yourself (something that can 
royally confuse some stability con¬ 
trol systems) and a rapid reapplica¬ 
tion of full power once the car 



detects it’s pointing in the right di¬ 
rection. Top marks. 

The interior is an object lesson in 
how to make complex systems intu¬ 
itive to access and operate. It’s here 
that Lexus scores its most decisive 
victory over the BMW 3 Series. 

The satellite navigation, audio and 
ventilation systems are all simple to 
use. Try changing the stereo’s bass 
and treble on a BMW fitted with 
iDrive. If you can do it within 20 min¬ 
utes of starting out, without re¬ 
course to a manual, mind, you’re 
doing better than me and I’ve got a 
degree in IT. 

In the IS 220d, you’ll figure it out 
within 10 seconds the first time and 


the same goes for even the more com¬ 
plex functions. 

The second biggest advantage the 
Lexus scores comes in after-sales ser¬ 
vice. 

Here the company is second to none 
and Lexus dealers monotonously 
rate as having the best service offer¬ 
ing year after year. 

Judging by other Lexus products, 
it’s doubtful you’ll see much of them 
other than for routine servicing as 
again Lexus trounces all German ri¬ 
vals when it comes to economy. 

This car is steeped in build and de¬ 
sign integrity and an unswaying 
focus on how we use our cars. Try it 
and you’ll understand.
